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S a decorative  plant  this  novelty  has  created  a great 
sensation  in  all  the  larger  cities  of  the  United 
States  for  the  past  tvv^o  years.  It  is  a most 
wonderful  plant — grows  to  2 feet  high  with  upright 
branching  stems,  abundant  large  foliage,  and  m the  axil  of 
each  leaf  an  inconspicuous  dull  white  flower  with  a green  center. 

These  flowers  are  followed  by  fairydike  balloons,  or  enormously  inflated 
calyces  of  glowing,  translucent  orange-vermilion  that  light  up  the  otherwise 
drab  fall  garden. 

As  an  indoor  decorative  plant  it  has  taken  the  country  by  storm.  For  restau- 
rants, dining  rooms,  big  halls,  homes,  Christmas  trees,  and  in  hundreds  of  other 
ways  the  brilliant  color  lends  itself  wonderfully  for  artistic  decorations  with 
autumn  foliage  as  well  as  with  fresh  evergreens,  statice,  or  the  silvery  pods  of 
Honesty.  In  a brilliantly  lighted  room  the  translucent  qualities  of  the  “balloons” 
make  them  appear  as  diminutive  Chinese  lanterns. 

At  the  New  York  Spring  Show  of  1923,  a vase  containing  Chinese  Lanterns 
and  two  or  three  other  flowers  and  berries  was  a much-admired  decoration — so 
brilliant,  yet  so  dainty,  that  it  received  a prize. 

There  are  two  Chinese  Lantern  plants;  we  grow  the  one  with  the  2-  to  3 'inch 
lanterns  or  balloons.  The  smaller  one  will  not  be  nearly  so  satisfactory.  The 
plants  are  easily  cared  for;  set  the  roots  4 inches  deep  in  rich  well-drained  soil 
and  they  will  make  strong  plants  well  filled  with  the  large  glowing  balloons. 

For  winter  use,  cut  the  whole  plant  off  near  the  ground  and  hang  up  in  a 
cool  place  to  dry.  The  bright,  glowing  colors  will  remain  in  good  condition  for 
nearly  a year.  It  is  indispensable.  You  need  it.
